A large and ini{>csiiig public meeting 
WM held at Droniin, County Ro«common, 
the aorae of a recent eviction and of 
police proaecutions. The object of the 
meetinK was to start a branch of the 
Unitcil Irish I.cajjuc and to ^ive such 
other hi'lp as iiiight l>i- found ui'Oiss try 
to the i-vitticl tenant, Miss Conroy, willi 
whom lived her sister, Mrs. Hegge, a 
widow with a large family. Since the 
eviction the tenant haa reentered into 
poaaeaaion of the houae, and at the laat 
petty aeaaini)!! on Wednesday in Elphin 
she wa« prosecuted for tresjjass by the 
new tenant, a ])ohi eni.in named I!)^an, 
whose family holds land in the neighbor- 
hood, lull the cases wtre dismissed. At 
the same sessions a young man, Mr. 
Blichael MacEgati, was prosecuted on a 
charge of intimidation in connection with 
the eviction and the taking of the land. 
These events, inc1u<Iing the imprisonment 
of young Maclvgan in default of giving 
hail, have caused a good deal of excite- 
tneiit in the district.

But even if we could make the farmera 
the owneraof their own holdinga it would 
be of no avail in cases where the farmers' 
holdings are so small and so poor that it 
would be imi)ossible to earn a dei ent liv- 
ing out of them. There .ire fiillv •"in,(Mio 
tenants in the province whose holdings 
would have to he doubled and trebled in 
size before they could hope to earn a de- 
cent aubaistence on the land of their 
fathers. Every four or five vears the po- 
tatoes fail, and these .")0,00(J peasant fami- 
lies are depending for bread on the hu- 
miliating and degrading charity of the 
stranger. This poverty ia not Cod's 
work. It is the devil's work. There are 
still living, I dare aay, in thia very crowd, 
peraona who can remember when the 
plains of Boyle were iieoi>lecl by a great 
and industrious teii.intry, who were .after- 
ward baiiislieil to the Curlew mount. lins. 
Well, the time h.is come when, if men, 
we are lo slop the hand ol faniiue in the 
West, the people will have to come 
down again from the Curlew mountains. 
The glorioua plain that expanda for twen- 
ty or thirty miles through Roacommon 
will have to be split up into farms of 
twenty or thirty acres. That will .save 
the people from the shame of going 
about the world as mendicants for stran- 
gers' charity. .And reiiiemljer that this 
is not a day-dream to me. On the con- 
trary, it will lie a reality the moment that 
the whole people of Connaught imitate 
the jK'ople of Mayo, and .say that they 
will .stand no more pottering with this 
<|Uestion of f.iniine in the West. The 
Congested liisliicts llii.ird, bv a resolution 
which can never be expunged, have con- 
fessed that ours is the only remedy for 
the congested diatricta. Let na bring 
things to such a pass that the landlords 
will be just as eager for compulsory pur- 
cha.se as we are. I.et us provi' tli.it in 
the County Councils the peiijili- will not 
only be able to ilo tlie biisiiu-ss better 
than ever the grand juries did it, but that 
by and by they will be fe<lerated into a 
national Parliament of the people, whose 
business it will be to demand the right to 
compulsory purchase and the control of 
the police just as the law gives to the 
County Couiu ils nf I'.iigland at present. 
Above all, let us cho.se up our ranks as 
Irish Nationalists. Let nothing tempt us 
to renew old sores or to refuse the help- 
ing hand of any Irishman, and let us 
demand of all aidea aome patience uuder 
provocation. If thia league \hat you are 
eatablialiing here today should do nothing 
else except to help in any degree to heal 
up that most calamitous wound, one of 
the most cal.iniilous that ever was in- 
dieted uj/on the Irish cau.se, I say lo you 
that result alone will be apniething that 
will be worth having labored for, and 
that will have gloriea enough moat ample 
to reward every man who haa hand, act 
or part in the good work.

Murphy, of the Nintl^ Massachusetts, 
United Statea Volnnteei^ banqueted him 
at the Thorndike Hotel, Hoston, Septem- 
ber 27, and preaented him a beautiful 
gold medal, of the Span- 

ish war. 

The uiedul is a tiue specimen of the 
engraver'a art. On th4| face of it ia a 

raised figure of a rustic altar, surmounted 
by the coat of arms of Massachusetts 
and the national colors. ^ 

On the reverse side is a representation 
of a jiriest bending over a dying soldier, 
administering the laat lacramenta, with 
the follow ing inscriptiorj: 

"Presented Kev. P. n. Murphy by his 
friends at a banquet given in his honor, 
liosion, Mass., Septemb«k- 27. ISitS." 

I-'ather Murphy waa irceted with ap- 
plauae, and told hia 4>ry in a plain, 
straightforward way as fpllows: 

"The Ninth Regimen^ landed in Cuba 
on I'riday , July I , after sunset. On that 
day the battle of .San Ju^n was fought. I 
was the first to land, 
many would want a fin 
cheer, selected a convei 
road aleepera, quite m 
road track, to hear 
might come. 

"Nor (Till I have to tarry Imig before I 
began. In .1 short time a long line of 
silent men was 111 placf, eich patiently, 
or, perhaps, impntientlW wailing for his 
turn. It was so long ajbie, in fact, that 
before the end was reaMiid our regiment 
had proceeded ^tt^Wdnllbt march, 
and the end or'ICfrBMH'llnHmd quite 
di.sapj)earcd ere the last man was heard. 

" 'Let's find Col. Logan,' said the last 
man lo me, 'then join my |)artv, and we 
will start at in the cool of the morning, 
and perhaps overtake the boys.' 

"We found the Colonel and procured 
(|uarters for the night in an old ahack 
only a short distance away. The Colonel 
complained of the cold, of having in the 
darkness of the night lost his orderly, of 
the long anil weary march for the boys, 
but never closed an eye. 

"It was only 3 o'clock in the mcrning 
when my friend, whom I muat call the 
laat man, came to where we were and 
aaid: 'Come, all aboard, chaplain; if you 
propose joining our party, come along.' 

"At :iAO that Saturday morning, July 
J, our little party waa on ita way to the 
front. 

"Kefore I) o'clock we arrived at Shaft- 
er's headquartera, thanks to our very 
early start. Prom here could be heard 
the shot and shell and the general fusil- 
lade taking place at the front. The war 
correspondents who accoin])aiiied me 
went lo the press tent a little to the rear 
of Sliafter's, our linguistic friend Dowley 
reported to the (leneral, while I stepped 
into the general liospitAl just across the 
opening, and in less time than it takea to 
tell it, one of the stewaida offered to care 
for my haversack, and at the same time 
remarking, 'Father, that man over there 
wants you.' 

"That poor man did want me, and 
wh.it I iliil for him I did for scores of 
others, l>oth those inside the large tents, 
those poor wounded men in the small or 
quarter tents, and thoae who were ez- 
poaed, lying under the treea all around. 
I waa pleaaed to find Major King, first 
surgeon of the Thirty-fourth Michigan 
Volunteers, was in charge, and as I 
enttrtd in the morning was performing 
his third o]ieratii)ii that day. 

"More than 4ou wounded aoldiera, 
many of them Catholica, and I waa the 
only prieat at that hoepital. 

"Nor waa all the work accompliahed 
there on thu Saturday, for a very fair 
amount of work, was performed by me 
there the follow ing day. .\bout thia time 
I had the jileasure of meeting Father 
I'il/.gerald, [K)st chaplain of the Twenty- 
second Regulars, who informed me that 
he had lost, through no fault of his, all 
his alUr outfit, even his holy oila, ritual 
and stole. I will not aooa forget hia joy 
on learning that I could accammodate 
him with a set of holy oils, ritual and 

stole, ,is I liai

IMward Keenan, of Company K, Firat 
Kentucky Volunteera, a brother of John 
Keenan, of the Oatt Houae, writes to hia 

sister, Mrs. John Shelley, of 810 Sixth 
street, as follows, his letter bearing date 

of September 1, Porto Rico: 

"It may be possible thai we will get 
home in about two months; that is, if they 
don't put us on garrison duty, as they are 
talking about doing. We are now at 
Ponce, Porto Rico, and I tell you we 
have had a hard time of it. We left New- 
port Newa Auguat 8, and w ere on the aea 
I thirteen days before we l iniled at Ponce. 
When we got hen- tin y g.ive lis orders to 
).;o lo Mavague/ and bombard the town. 
W e h id three battleships with us. We 

got to Mayaguc/. the next morning, and 
juat aa aoon aa the Spaniarda saw ua they 
floated a white flag.

We 
started in a fort\ -mile iii.irch over the 
hills, through rivers and mud up to the 
waist. Many nights we had to sleep in 
the rain and the mud. We crossed four 
rivera by fording, aa they don't aeem to 
know what bridges arc out here. The

NOT A DESmABLB ALLY. 

The clamor for an Anglo-Ameri- 
ictn alliance made by a certain 
element in this country is character- 
istic of that class wlio worship 
everything English; ridicule and 
denounce everything and every- 
body else, though they have 
recently become respectful and 
complimentary to the Germans, 
probably because Emperor Willie 
is a grandson of Queen Vic, and it 
is all in the family: claim that all 
the enlightenment, liberty, pro- 
gress, decency of the American 
people are patterned after England; 
that we are one — England the other 
—of the two great Anglo-Saxon 
nations, the only civilized and pro- 
greasive nations of the world; that 
"blood is thicker than water," that 
the "bonds of brotherhood are 
Stronger than national barriers," 
and "destiny portends that we shall 
be one people;" that these two na- 
tions are endowed with the great 
mission to destroy despotism, ignor- 
ance, barbarism, and lead the march 
of progress that is to give to all the 
world freedom, civilization, morality 
and salvation; and combined are 
possessed of the prowess and arma- 
ment to conquer all who'oppose. 

Rot! The American people are 
not all, nor even the majority, de- 
scendants of the Anglo-Saxon, nor 
do they regard Bngknd as the 
model of freedom, civilization, pro- 
gress and power. Thev still believe 
that the Fathers of the Revolution 
were wise in their day and genota- 
tion, and as they ignored and defied 
the Tories of their time, thtf Ameri- 
can people will decline to be allured 
by the gush and bluster of the 
Anglo-maniacs of today. The 
praise of luigland is truculent (lat- 
tery; the claim that she encourages, 
upholds or tolerates liberty of the 
people is false; that she contributed 
to the enlightenment or betterment 
of the conditions of peoples sub- 
jected to her control ( unless her 
system of subserviency and exter- 
mination be civilization I, is equally 
untrue; in fart the assertion that 
the Americans and linglisb are any- 
thing in common, except language, 
is in direct opposition to truth. Nor 
has this country anytbiuR to gain, 
save possibly the ill-will of all the 
world besides, by an alliance with 
England. 

Oh, but I'.ngland's fleet and her 
army, with that of the United 
States, would 'be invincible against 
all the world. Then the United 
States, like .ill of England's allies 
heretofore, would have to do the 
fighting, and England reap the 
glory and benefit. Pacts of history 
show that luigland, singlc-liaiided, 
has been victorious over none but 
weak nations, chiefly uncivilized, 
unorganiMd and undiadpliiied bar- 
barians. 

But her fleet is the largest in 
the world. Those who should know 
its effectiveness best— her European 

neighbors — seem to have no fears 
of it, and it is manifest from the 
recent suggestions of the British 
naval authorities for thcexpandi- 
ture of millions in building wdr 
vessels, that, large as is the Eng- 
lish fleet, it is outclassed by the 
fleets of her rivals. 

The treatment of England by 
the European nations recently do 
not indicate much fear. She is en- 
tirely ifoored in all important mat- 
ters, her suggestions disregarded, 
her interests trampled upon and 
her protests defied. 

Thf more recent instanoaB are in 
Africa, Turkey and China. In the 
former, which England claims as 
peculiarly her own, France steadily 
encroaches Several weeks ago 
French troops invaded and occupied 



three stations in the neutral zone 
west of the Nile. English officers 

notified the I"rcnch commanders to 
inmicdiately evacuate, which they 
declined to do till ordered from 
Paris. After long conference be- 
tween the governments, France 
surrenders one station and retains 
two. 

More recently all England was 

excited over the reiHJrt that Major 
Marchand, with French troops, had 
seized Fashotla, a post on the Upper 
Nile, in the Soudan, and raised the 
I'rcnch flag, and the order was 
sent to Oen. Kitchener, commander 
of linglish troops at Khartoum, to 
lower the French flag and eject 
Marchand. He proceeded with a 
large force, met Marchand and 
stated his ultimatum for Marchand 
to take down the French flag and 
immediately retrace his steps into 
l-'rench or neutral territory, but 
Marchand declined till ordered by 
his government. They drank a 
lx)ttle of wine, chatted pleasantly, 
and — the French flag waves and 
Marchand still holds Fashoda. 

In Crete, England, claiming to 
have the tacit approval of the Great 
Powers, ordered the SultaU of Tur- 
key to withdraw troops and sur- 
render all control over .the i.sland 
by October 5, or be driven out by 
force. The Silent Turk showed no 
dis])osition to budge — Russia had 
not indorsed liuglaud's order — the 
date of the ultimatum has been ex- 
tended, and the Tnrks still control 
Crete. 

In China the result of the China- 
Japan war gave to Russia control 
of Mandraria and its porta, and 
Rn.ssia is pushing her branch from 
the Trans-Siberian railroad to Port 
Arthur. Not content with this, 
Russia obtained from China's Em- 
peror, through Li Hung Chang, 
concessions for an extension of this 
branch railroad to other China ports 
farther south. England protested 
and succeeded in having this con- 
cession withlield. I,i Hung Chang 
dci)o.sed, and .sought a cession for a 
railroad from an English port. 
But, alas! the Emperor is deposed; 
the Dowager l-'mjuess resumes 
power; the successor of Li Hung 
Chang and his colleagues are de- 
posed, jailed, executed or fled; Li 
is again in power; the English 
road is not to be built, the Ru.ssian 
road is to be; Ivngland's Minister 
has been stoned, his attaches in- 
sulted and chased by a mob in 
Pekin. l-jigland threatens to make 
a naval demonstration in Chinese 
waters. Even John Chinaman 
must l)e taught to fear Engtend's 
great navy! 

Certainly not an ally for us to 
cater to— who has proqiecta of rows 
with everyone, and ttUSt 
fight or back down.

The history of our country's 
dealings with the Indians has been 
fitting called "A Century of Dis- 
honor. ' ■ From time immemorial it 
has been the custom to characterize 
every trouble we had with the In- 
diatuas an "Indian outbreak" or 
"uprising." The press, in every 
case, represented the different 
tribes who had any trouble with 
the Government as a restless and 
turbulent set, who wanted to rob 
and murder through pure deviltry. 
In the present case with the Pil- 
lagers of Minnesota it is neither 
an outbreak nor an uprising. It is 
simply an act of desperation by a 
small band of Indians who, after re- 
peated acts of injustices, depreda- 
tions and robberies by unscrupulous 
white men, against w liirli the Gov- 
ernment has tailed to protect tliein, 
have at last taken the matter into 
their own hands, and attempted to 
settle their trouble by force of 
arms. The Pillagers are a part of 
the Chippewa nation, who, as a 
rule, have given little or no trouble 
to the whites. 

"The Indian Commissioner says 
they are most peaceably disposed, 
and are well advanced in civiliza- 
tion. They were converted to 
Christianity by the Franciscans. 
To call this present trouble with 
the Pillagers an uprising is absurd. 
The Indians are not such fools as 
to believe that they could hold out 
against the Government for any 
length of time, as they are only a 
few hundred in number. It |s the 
old story of Indians moved from 
one reservation to another, pushed 
to the wall by the whites, their 
lands invaded by aqtiatters, their 
forests destroyed by thieving lum- 
bermen, their property stolen un- 
der one pretense or another, finally 
growing desperate, tl\|ey not only 
resisted the civil authorities, but 
fired on the United vStates troops 
who were sent to assist in the 
qpdlation. Of oouraeihe outbreak 
will be suppressed and the Indians 
moved to another reservation, but 
no one will deny that they have 
been goaded to this desperate act." 

The Indian Commissioner says: 
"Of course they have had a griev- 
ance and this led to the present 
outbreak. It was determined to 
move them from their present 
(juarters to lands inside the White 
Earth reservation. The latter 
lands are superior to those owned 
by the Indians, but traditions are 
strong with them, and they hold 
with tenacity to their old lands and 
associations. They insisted also 
that they should be paid for 
their improvements. This was

To \iii<kTst.Tti(l the 
situ.itioii it .should he stated that while 
the struKK'c for supremacy was ostensi- 
bly between the Dowager ICnipress of 
China and the limperor, tlie real fight 
was between Russia and England, both 
of which are striving with might and 
main to make their influence pamniouiit 
in the Celestial kinjtdoin. Tlu- I!inpiess 
and the Ivmpiror win- iiiorc or lf,s lij;- 
ureheads whose success or defeat meant 
that Kiiglish or RomIm iaflneocc was in 
the ascendant. 

A few weeks ago Bngkod had her in- 
ning, with the result that the supporters 
of the Empress, among whom was the 
well-known I,i Hun^ Chanj^, were dis- 
niissiil from otlice. Siiue then Russia 
has scored and the Knipress Dowager is 
once more supreme, tier return to power 
was a signal for the English newt agen- 
cies to drcalate all aorta of rumors mhmi 
her. She was represented as having 
caused the Emperor to be put to death 
after submitting him to horril)te tortures. 
The assassination story is not yet con- 
firmed and in all ))rol)al)ility is an Ivn^- 
lish lie. So far as can be discerned anii<l 
the conflicting reports the situation is 
this: England has t>een checkmated at 
I'ekin by Rnaeia and is determined to 
stir up a row la the hope that her inter- 
ests will thereby be promoted. 

In furtherance of this policy reports 
liavf l)een cabled to this coiintrv that 
.American citizens and .American mission- 
aries in China are in danger of being 
killed. As England has absolute control 
of all communicatioa Vlth CUna the is 
in a position to dish out to m any news 
that aha thinks may help her interests. 
In consequence of these English manu- 
factured dispatches the \dministration at 
Washington has ordered two ships of 
war, the Baltimore and the Petrel, to Chi- 
nese waters. The way in which the Ivng- 
lish preis rejoices over this strengthens 
the suspidoB that the reports from China 
hare been concocted with the view of 
stirring up a row in which the United 
Sutea m»f baeome iavolvcd.— Irish 
World. . '

Women of all shades and colors crowd 
thto market every day. The salcspeoirfe 
are mostly Itelians and Syrians. All are 
in dead earnest to sell to the women w ho 
come here to buy. Baby buggies are 
forced into service for carrying home big 
quantities of fruit that could not be toted 
away in baskets. To those who ora not 
accustomed to seeing such sighU as |u« 
here exhibited, it is well worth thdr 
while to go.

Htt SPBBCH BBPOIB THE JUDGES. 



On Septetiit)er 20, 175m, Theobald Wolfe 
Tone sailed with a small fleet under Ad- 
nnral Honipart, an<l on the K'tli of Oc- 
tober but four of the vessrl-- aiiiM-d off 
Lough Swilly. At daybreak next niorn- 
ing, before they could effect a landing, a 
wperior Britiah fleet, under Sir John 
Boirlaac Warren, Appeared on the horizon. 
Bomput determined to fight the Hocbe 
to the hut, bnt signaled the frigates ami 
rehooner to retreat thfongh the ihaltow 
water. 

A boat caim- from the Hiche for l;i^t 
orders, when the I'rench oflieers entreat- 
ed Tone to escape on board of her — "Our 
couteat ia hopeleM, we ihall be prisoners 
of war, bnt whall riiall bMonc of you?" 

"Shall it be aaid." he indignantly re- 
plied, "that I fled whilst the French were 
fighting the battles of niy roiintry'" 

For six hours the Iloche etigajjeil five 
sail of Admiral Warren's lleet, Tone coin- 
uianding one of the batteries with the 
utmost coolness and bravery. At length 
the ship struck, after she bad become a 
dismantled wreck, with five feet of water 
in her hold, and the cockpit full of dead 
and dying. 

All the Fri iu h scjuadroii were ulti- 
mately taken with the excejjtion of two 
frigates, and the niche, in which Tone 
might have escaped. The captive ofticers 
were landed and marched to Lettcrkenny, 
where the Earl of Cavan invited them to 
breakfast. It was believed that Tone was 
among them. Sir George Hill entered 
the room, followeii by some soldiers, rec- 
o)<iii/.ed Tone, and said: "Mr. Tour. I :iin 
very happy to see you." Tone ri plied 
with composure: "Sir George, I am 
happy to see you; how are L,ady Hill and 
your family?" 

On being removed^to another room, and 
finding handcuffs about to be placed on 
him, he tUiiij» ofT his uniform coat, say- 
ing: "The.se fellers shall never degrade 
the revered insignia of the free nalion 
which I have served." Resuming his 
composure, he held out his hands, and 
added: "For the cause which I have 
embraced I fed prouder to wear these 
chains than if I were decorated with the 
Star and Garter of England." He was 

taken under an esi'ort of dragoons lo I<on- 
donderrv, and tlience to Dublin, where 
was plu ed in the prOTOSt prisOB at the 
Royal Barracks. 

On the 10th of November a court mar- 
tial was callad to try him. Tone appeared 
in his French uniform, and delivered the 
following speech, which wc oopyfrom 
his life bv his son : 

The time of niy father's trial was de- 
ferred a few days by the oflicers appoint- 
ed to ait on tlie court martial receiving 
marching orders. At length, on Satur- 
day, November 10, 1798, a new court was 
aasembled, consisting of Gen. I^oftus, 
who performed the functions of president; 
Cols. VaniUleiir, I.aly and Wolfe, Major 
Armstrong and a Capt. Curran. Mr. I'at- 
erson performe<l the functions of Judge 
Advocate. Tone appeared in the uniform 
of a Chef de Brigade (Colonel). The 
firmness and cool serenity of his whole 
deportment gave to the awestruck assem- 
bly the meaaure of hia aoul. Nor could 
his bitterest enemies, whatever ' they 
deemed of his political principles and of 
tlie necessity of striking a great example, 
deny him the praise of detmninatlon and 
magnanimity. 

Tbt members of the court having taken 
the usual oath, the Judge Advocate pro-, 
ceedfHl to inform the prisoner that the 
court martial t>efore which he stood was 
appointed by the I<ord Lieutenant of the 
Kingdom to try whether he ha<\ or had 
not acted traitorously and hostilely against 
hia Majesty, to whom as a natural born 
sul^ect be owed all allegiance, from the 
very fact of his birth in that kingdcn, 
and, according to the uaual form, he 
called upon him to plead guilty or not 
guilty. 

Tone — I mean not to give the court 
an) useless trouble, and wish to sjjare 
them the i<lle task of examining wit- 
nesses. I admit all the facts alleged, and 
only request leave to read an address 
which I have pre p a r ed for this occasion. 

Col. Daly— I must warn the prisoner 
thst in scknowledging those fscts he ad- 
mits, to his prejudice, that he has acted 
traitorously against his Majesty. Is such 
his intention? 

Tone — Stripping this charge of the 
technicality of its terms, it means, I pre- 
sume, by the word "traitorously" that I 
have be«n found in arms against the aol- 
dieta of the King ia my aative cowitry. 
I admit this accusation in its most en- 
tended sense, and re<juest again to explain 
to the court the reasons and motives of 
my conduct. 

The court then observed that they 
would hear his sddress, provided he con- 
fined himaelf within the bounds of mod- 
eratioa. Ha roM and began in these 



Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 

Court-martial: 1 mean not to give you 
the trouble of bringing judicial proof to 
convict ine legally of engaging in hostility 
to the Government of bis Britannic Ma- 
jesty in Ireland. I admit the fact. From 
my earliest youth I have retarded the 
connection between Ireland and Great 
Britain aa the curae of the Iriah nation, 
and felt convinced that, while it laated, 
thia oountry could never be free nor hap- 



py. My mind has been confirmed in this 
opinion by the cxperieiu e of evcrv suc- 
ceeding year, and the conclusions which 
I have drawn from every fact before my 
eyea. In consequence I determined to 
apply all the powers which my individual 
efforts could moveiaordtr to separate 
the two coantriea. 

That Ireland was not able hersilfto 
throw off the yoke I know. I therefore 
sought for aid wherever it was to be 
found. In honorable poverty I rejected 
offers which, to a man in my circum- 
stancea, might be considered highly ad- 
vantageoua. I remained faithful to what 
I thought the cause of my country and 
sought in the French Republic an ally to 
rescue three millioBs of my countrymen, 
from — 

[The I'risidtiit here inlerrupteil 'he 
prisoner, observing that this language 
was neither relevant to the rh.irge nor 
such as ought to be lielivered in a public 
court. One member said it seemed cal- 
culated only to inflame the minda of a 
certain desaription of people (the United 
Irishmen), many of whom might prob- 
ably be present; and that, therefore, the 
court ought not to suffer it. The Judge 
Ailvocate said he Ihonght tlial if Mr. 
Tone meant Miis p.ijier to be laid before 
his F^xcellency in way of extenuation it 
must have quite a contrary effect, if .my 
of the foregoing part was suffered to re- 
main.] 

Tone — I shall urge this topic no fur- 
ther since it seems disagreeable to the 

court, but shall proceed to read the few 
words which remain. 

Here Tone was interrupted bv the I'res- 
idcnt, who would not allow hini to read 
the passage, which he considered inflam- 
matory. In the Cornwallia Papers, vol- 
ume 2, page 85, the suppressed passage 
ia, however, given as follows: 

"I have labored in consequence to cre- 
( ate a people in Irel iml b\ raising three 
I millions of my couiitr\ men to the rank 
of eiti/eii>. I have labored to ,it>olish 'he 
infernal spirit of religious persecution by 
uniting the CMholics and Dissenters. To 
the former I owe more than ever can be 
repaid; the services I was so fortunate as 
to render them they rewarded munifi- 
cently. But they did more. When the 

public cry was raisecl .against nie, when 
the frienas of my youth swarmed oiT and 
left me alone, the Catliolicsdid not di si rt 
me— they had tht virtue even to sacrifice 
their own interests to a rigid principle of 
honor. They refused, though strongly 
urged, to disgrace a man who, whatever 
his conduct toward the Government 
might have l)ecn, had faithfully an<l con- 
scii iitiously diM'liarged his duty toward 
tlieni, and in so doing, though it was in 
my own ca.se, I will say they showed an 
instance of public virtue and honor of 
which I know not whether there exists 
another example." 
Gen. Loftua— If the remainder of yonr 

adi'.ress, Mr. Tone, is of the same com- 
plexion w ith what you have already read, 
will you not hesitate, for a moment, in 
proceeding, since you have learned the 
opinion of the Court? 

Tone— I believe there ia nothing in 
what remains for me to say which can 
give any offence- I mean to express my 
feelings and gratitude toward the Catho- 
lic bodv, in whose cause I was eiig:igcd. 

Gen. I.oftns— That seems to have noth- 
ing to say to the charge against you, to 
which only you are to speak. If you 
have anything to offer in defense or 
extenuation of that charge the Court will 
hear you; but they beg that you will con- 
fine yourself to that subject. 

Tone— I shall then confine myself to 
some jioinls relative to iiiv connection 
with the I-rench army. .Attached to no 
party in the French Republic, without 
interest, without money, without in- 
trigue, the openneaa and integrity of my 
viewa raised me to a high and confiden- 
M> rank in its srmies. I obtained the 
confidence of the Executive Directory, 
the approbation of my generals. .tikI, I 
venture to add, the esteem ami affection 
of my brave comrades. When I review 
these circumstances I feel a secset and 
internal conaolation which no reverse of 
fortune, no sentence in the power of this 
court to inflict, can ever deprive tne of 
or weaken In any degree. I'nder the flag 
of the I'rench Republic I originally 
engaged, with .i view to save and liberate 
my own country. I'or that purpose I 
have encountered the chances of war 
among strangers; for that purpose I have 
repeatedly braved the tenors of the ocean, 
covered, as I knew it to be, with the tri- 
umphant fleets of thst power which it 
was my glory and my duty to ojipose. I 
have sacriliced all my views in life; I 
have courted jMnerly; I have left a 
beloved wife, unprotected, anil children 
whom I adored, fatherless. After such 
sacrifices in a cause which I have alwaya 
conscientiously coosidered aa the cause 
of justice and frMdom, it is no great 
effort at thia day toadd 'the sacrifice of 
my life.' 

But I hear it said that this unfortunate 
country has been a prey to al! sorts of 
horrors. I sincerely lament it. I l)eg, 
however, it may be remembered that I 
have been absent four yeaia from Ireland. 
To me these sufferings can never be 
attribntcd. I designed, by fair and open 
war, to procure the separation of the two 
countries. For open war I was prepared; 
but if instead of that a system of private 
as.sa.ssinatiou has taken place, I repeat, 
while I deplore it, that it is not charge- 
able on me. Atrocities, it secnia, have 
been committed on both sides. I do not 
less deplore them; I detest them from my 
heart; and to those who know my char- 
acter and aentimenta I may'aafely appeal 
for the truth of thia assertion. With 
them I need no justification. 

In a case like tlii.s success is every- 
thing. Success, in the eyes of the vul- 
gar, iixes its menu. Waahington suc- 
ceeded and Koadnsko failed. 

After a combat nobly auataiaed, a com- 
bat which would have excjted the respect 
and sympathy of a generous enemy, niy 
fate was to iK'come a pri.soner. To the 
eternal disgrace of those who gave the 
order I was brought hither iq irons, like 
a felon. I mention thia for the sake of 
othera; for me I am indifferent to it; I am 
aware of the fate which awaits me, lAid 
scorn equally the tone of complaint and 
that of supplic)\tion. 

As to the connection between this 



country and Gn at Britain. I rep( at it, all 
that has been ini|>ntrd to ine words, 
writings and actions — I here deliberately 
avow. I have spoken and acted witli 
reflection and on principles and am ready 
to meet the consequences. Whatever be 
the sentence of this court, I am prepared 
for it. Its members will aurely discharge 
their diiiv: I shall take care not to be 

wanting in mine." 

This speech was ])rononnced in a tone 
so inagnanimons, so full of a noble and 
calm serenity, as seemed deeply and visT 
bly to affect all its bearers, the members 
of the court not ezccpteid. A pause 
ensued of some continuance, and silence 
reigned in the hall, till interrupted by 
Tone hiniseif, who iiuiuired whether it 
was not usual to assign iin interval 
between the seiiti nee and execution. The 
Jiiilge Advocate answered that the voices 
of the court would be collected without 
delay, and the reault transmitted forth- 
with to the Lord Lieutenant. If the pris- 
oner, therefore, had any further observa- 
tions to make, now was the niotnent. 

Tone I wish to offer a few words rela- 
tive to one single point — to the mode of 
]iunislniuiit. In I'rance our Ijiiigres, 
who stand uearly in the same situation 
in which I suppose I now stsnd before 
you, are condemned to be shot. I ask 
that the court should adjudge me the 
death of a soldier, and let me be shot by 
a platoon of grenadiers. I request this 
indulgence, rather in con^idt ralion of the 
nniforni which 1 wear, the uiiiforiii of a 
Chef de Brigade in the French army, than 
from any personal regard to myself. In 
order to evince my cUim to this favor, I 
beg that the court may take the trouble 
to ))eruse my commission and letters of 
service in the IVench artny. It will ap- 
pear from these p,i]>rrs that 1 h.ive not 
receivt il tlu ni is a mask to cover ire, but 
that I have lieeii long and bona fide an 
ofTicer in the French service. 

Judge Advocate — You must feel that 
the papera you allude to will serve aa un- 
deniable proofs againat you. 

Tone— Oh, 1 know it well. I have 
alread\ admitted the facts, and I now 
aduiit the papers as full proofs of con- 
viction. 

[The papers were then exatnined. They 
consisted of a brevet of Chef de Brigade, 
from the Directory, signed by the Minis- 
ter of War; of a letter of aervice, grant- 
ing to nim the rank of adjutant-general, 
and of a passport.] 

Gen. I.oftu.s — In those papers ndu are 
designated as serving in tht army of 
I'rance. 

Tone— I did serve in that army when it 
waa commanded by Bonaparte, by De- 
saix, by Kilmaine, who ia, as I am, an 
Irishman But I have also served else- 
where. 

Re()iiested if be hail aiiylhing further 
to ob.serve, he said th.it nothing more 
occurred to him, except that the sooner 
ilia Bzccllency's approbation of their 
sentence was secured the better. He 
would consider it as a favor, if it could be 
obtained in an hour. 

Gen. Ivoftus then observed that the 
court would undoubtedly submit lo the 
Lord Lieutenant the address which he 
had read to them, and also the subject of 
his last demand. In transmitting the 
addreaa he, however, took care to efface 
all that part of it which he would not 
allow to be read, and which contained the 
dying speech and last words of the first 
apostle of Irish union and martyr of Irish 
lilu rt) , to hi-, ciiuntrynicn. l.ord Cnrii- 
wallis refused the demand of iny father, 
and he was sentenced to die the death of 
a tiaitor in forty-eight hours, on No- 
vember 18.
